AMERICANISM AND BOLSHEVISM. 
Bolshevism is a social plague. Plagues some- 
times follow destructive wars, and they are not 
all plagues which afflict the individual physically. 
They may be plagues which afflict the mass men- 
tally, affect it politically, taint it spiritually. 
Bolshevism is a social plague of this character. 
It found in Russia several things which made 
Russia its birthplace. One was a simple form of 
government, existing even under the czar, the 
soviet government, which had points of resem- 
blance to a New England town meeting. It found 
also’ credulity, illiteracy, simplicity of character, 
and a profound sense of injustice resulting from 
oppression. | | 
_ Bolshevism asserts that the people who work 
with their hands shall rule the people who do 
not and that the people who work with their 
brains shall not, because they have brains, obtain 
an advantage from that fact, whether it be an 
economic, political, or social benefit. 
Therefore, not only is a person who has acquired 
property or a competence because of intelligence 
or education a menace to the bolshevist republic, 
but a person who, having intelligence and educa- 
tion, might, because of them, obtain anything, also 
is a menace. The bolshevist theory is that all 
distinctions of intelligence must be eliminated— 
by shooting the intelligent, if necessary—in order 
that the unintelligent may possess what should be 


theirs—which is everything. | { 
Some time it may be possible for the entire mass 


to arise by levels reached by all the mass at the 
same time and to reach a common ground of in- 
telligence—but the various levels must be reached 
by the whole mass at the same time. 

If a bolshevist republic in Russia were sub- 
jected to the pressure and competition of a demo- 
cratic people in France or the United States, the 
competition of a people giving free play to the 
honest operations of intelligence and education, 
the bolshevist republic would suffer. A republic 
based upon the elimination of intellect cannot com- 
pete with a republic based upon the encourage- 
ment of intellect. 

We build schoolhouses. The bolshevists shoot 
school teachers: The school teachers know too 
much. A man Knowing something will, or can, get 
more than a man knowing nothing. The proce- 
dure is to eliminate the man knowing anything, 
and, therefore, to eliminate the nation knowing 
anything or permitting the development and spread 


For this reason bolshevism plans an interna- 
tional republic. Its foreign propaganda is a propa- 
ganda of self-preservation. Other nations must 
become bolshevist, the world must be reduced to 
a common level, or the bolshevist republic in Rus- 
sia is dead. 

Therefore, we find Russians—and Russian Jews 
—inciting paralyzing strikes in the most stolid of 
Buropean capitals—London. The German So- 
cialists, moderate Socialists and Social Democrats, 
have been fighting to save Germany and the Ger- 
man revolution from the bolshevists. | 

France has been saved, thus far, by the intense 


Frenchmen. They are intense nationalists. 
_ Bolshevism would destroy national significance, 
and, therefore, national life. 

The United States senate has adopted a resolu- 
tion instructing the propaganda committee of the 
senate to extend its inquiry to ascertain td what 
extent bolshevist doctrine is being advanced in 
the United States, and a combative policy will be 
adopted. It may find expression in immigration 
laws. It may find expression in restrictive legisla- 
tion. We hope it. finds expression in policies 


Senator Borah said that the best remedy for 
polshevism was nationalism. We have had for 
years an intellectual cult in the United States 
devoted to internationalism. It has been much 
more active than any nationalistic cult. Even 
President Wilson has told Americans that they 
were not asking anything for themselves, but were 
fighting for humanity and for world betterment. 

Intellectual internationalism and bolshevik in- 
ternationalism will corrupt the nationalistic 
essence of a nation, and we know that Americans 
are not willing to have their national essence cor- 
rupted.

Meanwhile, it is hoped that other allied countries 
will hasten shipments which they have undertaken, 
as part of the scheme to let Vienna have 24,000 
tons of flour, thus helping the city to tide over the 
critical season and remove the prospect of whole-

If 
nothing is determined concerning our immediate 
future, make that known with some sort of state- 
ment concerning the time when the real news may 
be expected.

The basis of all this is that every unit now hears 
every few days a new rumor concerning the length 
of its stay. In the combat divisions that won the 
right to invade Germany, in the noncombat divi- 
sions sent across the Rhine, every man has his own 
opinion about going home, and many discuss the 
possibilities. But there isn’t a division here that 
would consider asking to quit the job if those in 
command think it necessary to stick. |

Investigation Was Not

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.— [Spe- 
cial.}—Charges that the federal trade 
commission’s meat packing investiga- 
tion was conducted in part for the 
purpose of aiding Chicago labor unions 
in their fight against the “big five” 
packers last year were made today by 
Henry Veeder, counsel for Swift & Co., 
testifying before the senate agriculture 


investigation a close alliance existed be- 
tween Francis J. Heney, counsel for 
the commission, and Frank P. Walsh, 
attorney for the labor unions. Data 


was to Mr. Walsh during the 
investigation to further the interests 
of the unions in the arbitration pro- 
| ceedings then pending. 

Series of Clashes. 


These statements brought on a series 
of clashes between Mr. Veeder and 
Mr. Heney. They sat across the table 
‘rom each other, and throughout the 
jay engaged in a rapid exchange of 
sharp questioning and retorts. Mr. Vee- 
ler protested frequently against what 
ae termed, “crooked inference” and 
‘unfair innuendo,” and once he char- 
acterized Mr. Heney’s questions as 
Silly.“ | 

Mr. Heney repudiated the charge 
that he worked in codperation with 
Mr. Walsh, but promptly admitted that 
he read into the record certain docu- 
ments with the idea of aiding Mr. 
Walsh and the labor unions. Describ- 
ing these documents, Mr. Heney told 
the committee they showed the pack- 
‘ers paid an extremely low scale of 
wages to their employés and that they 
imported Negroes from the south to 
help break the unions. | | 


Utilized Packers’ Files. 


Mr. Veeder related to the committee 
how papers taken from the packers’ 
files were carried from the federal 
trade commission’s inquiry across the 
hall in the federal building in Chi- 
cago to Mr. Walsh's office, where they 
were read into the record of the arbitra- 
tion proceedings. 

“ That part of the investigation,” Mr. 
Veeder said, “ was conducted with the 
aim and object of helping the unions 
in their arbitration with the packers.” 

He declared the federal trade com- 
mission’s agents abused their powers 
and violated the law in making public 
information they received in that. con- 
nection. Mr. Heney declared the unions 
got no information from him. 

“Is it possible,” interrupted Senator 
Norris, “that the unions could have 
had a Logan or a Diamond T who had 
access to the federal trade commission’s 
files?” 

Reads “Tribune” Editorial. 

Mr. Heney said that the records 
showed the packers paid their labor 
$525 a year, that they imported Negro 
labor from the south, that they com- 
bined to destroy the unions. He read 
an editorial from THe Cuicaco TRIB- 
UNE, dated March 16, 1917, to show 
the influx of Negroes from the south.

Mrs. Martin came to Chicago on 
Dec. 20, for treatment for heart 
disease, it is said. According to Dr. 
C. Franklin Leavitt, who has offices 
at 14 Washington street and says he 
is a practitioner of psychotherapeu- 
tics, Mrs. came after some 
correspondence with him, for his 
treatment. Shortly after she arrived 
Dr. Leavitt called Dr. Franz H. 
Harms, 25 East Washington street, 
said to be a heart specialist, into the 


case. 
Treated Her Mentally. 

“I treated her mentally—that is 
kept her in good frame of mind,” Dr. 
Leavitt said last night. “Dr. Harms 
was treating her for her heart 
disease,” 

Information given Coroner Hoffman 
by Dr. Francis. W. Jiroch, house phy- 
sician at the Morrison, aided the coro- 
ner in reaching a decision to inquire 
carefully into the woman's death. 

“TI was called in to attend Mrs. Mar- 
tin on Tuesday afternoon,” Dr. Jiroch 
said. “I found that her heart action 
was very slaw. Her pulse was beating 
only 30, whereas 70 is normal. I no- 
ticed she had been given some kind of 
injection. When I remarked upon the 
sluggishness of her heart to her she 
said: 
Well. doctor, I have had four in- 
jections of digitalis today.’ | 

Was Given “Thought Waves.” 

“ Digitalis is used for heart disease, 
but four injections in one day is a se- 
rious matter. I would not say it might 
not be necessary in a case, but I would 
hesitate to use so much. I don’t know 
how much of the drug she had been

The Ashland-Twelfth State bank 
was a short lived institution. It was 
organized on Nov. 28,,1913; its doors 
were opened for business on Jan. 5, 
1914, and it was ordered closed by the 
state auditor on June 11, 1914, after 
the crash of the La Salle Street Trust 
and Savings bank. = 

Master Doyle in his report attacks 
the employes of the state auditor’s of- 
fice without specifically naming the 
man he deems guilty’ of misconduct, 
when he states that he finds that 1,505 
of the 2,000 shares of stock in the bank 
were held by Munday. 

“The list of stockholders was shown 
the state auditor’s representative,“ the 
report states, “for the purpose of oh- 
taining a charter. He said 1,505 shares 
were too many to be held in one man’s 
name and suggested splitting the 
shares up under several names.” 

Sign Stock Certificates. 

Several of Munday's friends, accord- 
ing to the report, signed their names 
to stock certificates they did not buy 
and never held, apparently for the 
reason suggested by the state auditor’s 
representative. One of these was C. 
W. Dempster, who under cross-exami- 
nation said he did it “to oblige Mr. 
Munday, but none too willingly.” 

Mr. Dempster now finds himself 
liable as any other stockholder, as also 
do three others alleged to have had 
the same abstract connection with the 
bank. . 

The indebtedness of the bank when 
it was closed was $375,371.97. The 
liabilities of the stockholders total 
$295,144.09. Certain stockholders who 


paid for it are assessed $9,000 of this 
amount. The largest individual’ as- 
sessment is against E. J. Potts, vice 
president of the bank, who is liable to 
the extent of $111,572. Potts acted as 
a “dummy” for Munday, who really 
owned: the stock, it is said.

Will Tell Chicago’s Ad- 


vantages in Indus- 
trial Way.

The Chicago real estate board is to 
start a campaign to set forth the 
advantages of Chicago in an industrial 
way. At yesterday’s monthly meet- 
ing of the board, on the suggestion of 
Walter S. Ross, President Ackley was 

instructed to appoint a committee of 
five, of which Mr. Ross is to be chair- 
man, to compile data to be embodied 
in. a booklet detailing the present 
advantages as well as potentialities 
of Chicago in the industrial field. 

Mr. Ross, who has made a close study 
of conditions in the Calumet district, 
northern Indiana, and elsewhere in this 
vicinity, and Who was in Washington for 

Some time, called there by the govern- 
ment, spoke of the great lack of any 
data thus far compiled by Chicago or- 
ganizations on the subject in question. 

Referring to the significance of the re- 
moval of the general offices of the United 
States Steel corporation to Chicago, he 
said the time was ripe for a movement 
to let the world know just what Chica- 
go's advantages are. 

Other Action Taken. 

At President Ackley’s suggestion, and 
acting in concert with other civic organi- 
zations of the city, the board went on 
record as strongly favoring the discharge 
of soldiers by their draft boards, in- 
stead of by the present method, and 
Secretary O’Toole was instructed to wire 
Unnole senators and representatives at 
Washington urging their codperation. 

Tue board also went on record as fa- 
voring the appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the purpose of building a harbor at the 
Great Lakes station, and joined other 
organizations in asking the state’s repre- 
sentatives at Washington to give their 
support to the project.
